POPULATION 


Population 


Since its incorporation in 1771, Guilford County 
has experienced steady growth in population. The 
greatest percentage increases occurred in two 
periods -- 1900 to 1910 and 1920 to 1930. Since 
1950, Guilford County has grown by 81.8 percent. 
However, that growth rate’ will change 
ionicanily in the next twenty years. Between 
1990 and 2015, county population is projected to 
increase by 21.8 percent, from 347,420 to 

423,250. Past and future growth is influenced 
greatly by extensive residential development, 
increasing college enrollment, natural increase 
(births over deaths) and continuing in-migration. 
These factors will cause an annual numerical 
increase, although a continued reduction in the rate 


of population growth is expected.

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Race 


The racial composition of the population in 
Guilford County is changing. The number of 
white persons is increasing at a slower rate than 
African-Americans and other minorities. While 
the white population grew by 11.5 percent from 
1970 to 1990, the number of African-Americans 
increased by 43.9 percent. Other minorities 
(Asian, Pacific Islander and Oriental) increased by 
a smaller number, but by an even _ larger 
percentage. In 1990, 71.8 percent of the 
population was white. This ratio is anticipated to 
decline to 67.7 percent by 2015. The non-white 
population is projected to increase to 32.3 percent 
of the total by 2015. Minority populations will 
continue to grow during the next twenty years, due 
mainly to continued immigration, higher fertility 


rates, and ethnic identification.

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Marital Status 


Major shifts in family composition reflect changes 
in traditional societal values regarding marriage. 

Since 1970, the divorce rate has risen over 293 
percent. Increases in the number of separated and 
single persons were 53.2 and 51.2 percent, 
respectively. The number of married persons 


increased only 6.8 percent. 


The surge in divorces has resulted in an increase in 
the number of both female-headed and male- 
headed households where no spouse is present. 
During the past two decades, the number of 
female-headed and  male-headed households 
increased by 30,039 households, a dramatic 


increase of 211.6 percent.

HOUSING 


Type 


In 1990, 68.2 percent of all housing units in the 
county were single-family houses. Single-family 
housing units accounted for 82.6 percent in 1970. 

During this twenty-year period, the percentage of 
multi-family units increased from 17.4 percent to 
31 percent. Between 1970 and 1990, the increase 
in the number of multi-family units built was 
183.6 percent, while the increase in single-family 
units was 31.8 percent. Since 1970, major growth 
in multi-family construction has caused _ this 


dramatic increase.

Owner/Renter Occupancy 


The number of renter-occupied households 
increased 64.5 percent during the 1970s 
and 1980s. The number of white 
households increased 47 percent, while 
non-white households increased more than 
100 percent. Between 1970 and 1990 the 
number of owner-occupied units increased 
52.3 percent, 55,456 to 84,454. In 1990, 
61.3 percent of all households were owner- 
occupied. Both white and non-white 
owners have benefited from lower 
mortgage rates and_ other financial 


incentives for home ownership.

EMPLOYMENT 


Occupation 


Approximately 60 percent of the workforce in 
Guilford County was engaged in technical and in 
professional or managerial occupations in 1990. 
This represents an increase in the number of 
persons working in these two occupational areas of 
32.7 percent since 1980. A steady increase in 
incoming high tech industries, the number of 
college graduates, and in the number of higher 
salaried jobs should reinforce this trend. 

Operators, fabricators and laborers comprised 16.8 
percent of all employed persons. Service 
occupations accounted for 11.4 percent of the 1990 


employment.

Labor Force 


Since 1970, women have entered the job market at 
a greater rate than men. This rate increased from 
50.7 percent in 1970 to 63.5 in 1990. Women now 
make up 48 percent of the workforce, up from 42.5 
percent in 1970. Comparatively, the participation 
rate for men has decreased slightly by 2.3 percent, 
while the rate for women has increased by 25.2 

percent. This trend has resulted in a large increase 
in the number of two worker families with higher 


family incomes.

Industry 


Iimployment data for the period 1970 to 1990 
suggest that growth in the number of 
manufacturing jobs is slowing. Between 1970 and 
1990, manufacturing employment grew by only .4 
percent. The rate of increase in the number of 
professional and personal service jobs was more 
significant than any other industry sector, an 
increase of 195.1 percent. Service jobs have 
maintained the largest percentage of employed 
persons 16 years and over. This fact reflects the 
national trend toward a service-oriented economy. 
The number of jobs in retail and wholesale trade 
increased by 104 percent from 1970 to 1990. The 
greatest loss in jobs occurred in the agriculture 
sector, a 48.4 percent decrease between 1970 and 
1990. Future economic indicators point to a more 


diverse industrial base.

INCOME 


Household Income 


Average household income rose from $37,265 in 
1970 to $44,042 in 1990, an increase of only 
$6,777 in constant (adjusted for inflation) dollars. 
During the next twenty years, average household 
income is expected to rise slightly, from $43,949 
in 2000 to $48,764 in 2015. This minor increasc 
may reflect the increasing number of single-person 
and female-headed households which tend to earn 


less than other households.
